LATINS ARE SCRAPPING THE CAMPUS REFUGE 
Most Latin American wars in the 20th century have 
been conceived, bred, bom, and perfected on college 
campuses. But in Latin America, political and educational 
leaders have recognized this reality and are doing 
something about it. 
While rebel students are trying to turn American high 
schools and universities into breeding grounds for 
revolution and revolt in the manner of earlier Latin 
American universisites, Latin officials are finally calling a 
halt. 
In nation after nation in South and Central America, 
government officials are weeding out the “permanent 
student” who seeks to arouse rebellion against the elected 
or established order, as well as a few members of the 
faculty who give aid and comfort to this form of 
nonsense. 
In Caracas, Venezuela, special units of the military 
and police are held in readiness and quickly move into 
the downtown campus area anytime they sense trouble 
brewing. You have to realize that in most if not all Latin 
American university cities, the college campus has been a 
sanctuary to which criminals and rebels could retreat 
with immunity under the traditions of the past. 
But no more. 
President Restrepo of Colombia defied a student 
strike and riot and 
put down the rebellion. His 
government has issued orders that a college or university 
student must attend at least 80 per cent of his class time 
if he hopes to gain a degree, and if he loses a day during a 
strike or a riot, that is registered as three days’ absence on 
the student’s record. 
Argentina has made partisan politics on campus 
illegal, and it moves swiftly anytime a student violates the 
law. What the Argentinians call the “University Law” (of 
1967) clearly states that deaji.~ and faculties will operate 
the universities, and the students may speak only through 
elected representatives to university councils, but they 
are not allowed to vote on university policy. Southern 
University at Bahia Blanca, Argentina, expelled more

examinations. 
In Chile, the Chilean government instituted university 
reforms. 
Our neighboring nation of Mexico is struggling with 
reforms, but with limited success thus far. There is a 
permissive climate in higher education in Mexico openly 
fostered by professors ami intellectuals. Many of them 
are militant teachers and insist that political dissension is 
one of the main reasons for a university to exist in the 
first place. One professor admits, “We produce bad 
lawyers, but they are going to be clerks anyway with 
some legal training. Our brilliant students will be sent 
abroad.” 
Even so, Latin America, where governments have been 
toppled with monotonous regularity over the past 60 
years, has come face - to - face with the reality that 
revolutions are frequently bom on university campuses. 
Fidel Castro built his revolutionary base on the 
campus of the University of Havana, and later on the 
campuses of Colombian colleges when he moved his spirit

Socialism, centralized power, 
deficit spending and human license under the guise of 
“ freedom”; all of these have been recognized elsewhere as 
enemies of established order and real freedom. 
There is strong evidence that 
parents, alumni, 
taxpayers and voters in the United States will not permit 
universities to be destroyed by revolutionary forces. It is 
hoped that permissiveness ends before the universities are 
toppled.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
New York is finding it isn't simple to apply the tech­ 
niques that led to a successful moon landing to the prob­ 
lems of a city. 
For more than a year New York has employed a firm of 
operations analysts which has call on some of the most 
sophisticated technical men in defense and space. 
Despite the skill of the men. the results have been some­ 
what disappointing both to the specialists and to the city. 
In a nutshell, the difficulty is people. 
As a harassed deputy city administrator put it: 
‘Getting to the moon was relatively easy. . 
The de­ 
cision about a landing site was based entirely on technical 
consideration, the public did not care where the astronauts 
set down However, the public cares a great deal about 
where a city dump is located or where a sewage treatment 
plant is constructed.” 
Shifts in Apollo were solved normally without reorganiz­ 
ing the space bureaucracy. But New York has found that 
change in a city usually means changing the organiza­ 
tional relationships and relative power of people . . . to 
which there is a great deal of resistance. 
Decisions on how best to get to the moon were frequently 
quite involved But in the end. the arguments boiled down 
to two or more alternatives. 
By contrast. New York officials report that city decision 
making rarely consists of ‘ a neat, crisp, binary selection ’ 
Rather it is usually, a "vague, prolonged, diffuse and 
pluralistic process." Therefore, if a decision is ever to 
come from an analytic study, the technician must become 
• an active force pushing for resolution along an unmarked 
fro n t"-* decidedly uncomfortable role. 
It is relatively easy, through mathematical theory and 
laboratory experiments, to tell what a space vehicle will 
do under varving situations «within certain margins of 
error). But as New York administrators tell it, you can­ 
not anticipate by current scientific technology what the 
people of a city áre going to do when you set up new rules. 
‘ Look." says one New York City official, “ at the elab­ 
orate bureaucratic system of checks and balances de­ 
signed to assure fair' value in the city’s purchases The 
procedures were constructed to protect against graft and 
corruption when contracting. However, the consequence 
is an inordinately long delay in securing bids and paying 
bills, with the result that many potential vendors refuse 
to do business with the city, and those who do have to

Guam Doctrine 
Applies to World

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It is simply incredible that at least two major eastern 
newspapers, one of them enormously prestigious, only now 
•re discovering that President Nixon's self-proclaimed 
new foreign policy doctrine applies not just to Asia but the 
whole world. 
One newspaper, in editorial comment on the President’s 
State of the Union address, said flatly that the doctrine, 
first enunciated at Guam last July 25. was on this Jan. 22 
“expanded” to embrace “each part of the world." 
Evidently, the gentlemen who are writing this stuff 
never read what Nixon said at Guam six months ago. 
I quote from him then: 
“ I want to be sure that our policies in the future, all over 
the world, in Asia, Latin America. Africa and the rest, 
reduce American involvement." 
That language is pretty plain, fitting even for editorial­ 
ists and diplomatic correspondents, who have a tendency 
to be dazzled by their own gems of analysis. 
Furthermore, the President made one or two other 
specific references to “other parts of the world” in his 
July 25 Guam utterances 
Since that date, any diligent inquiry within administra­ 
tion circles would have provided private confirmation that 
the President is indeed thinking of “lowering the C.S 
piofile 
everywhere—and not least in Western Europe 
where we today have some 300,000 in armed forces on 
station under the NATO pact. 
The July 25 signal that we are changing our world role 
is clearly seen but it is not made so much of as to frighten 
anybody into thinking we are “cutting out.” 
It is probably not by chance that the President, in all 
his declarations about reducing involvements everywhere, 
never before has used the word “Europe” specifically. 
The inside word, nevertheless, is that we are going to 
undertake a sizable cutback in our European force levels, 
though most likely not before 1971. The intervening time 
is needed to prepare the NATO countries for the impend­ 
ing change. 
If their leaders can read, they would have found some 
further signals in the State of the Union message: 
“Today the great industrial nations of Europe . . . have 
a new sense of pride and dignity, and a determination to 
assume the responsibility for their own defense. 
“That is the basis of the doctrine I announced at 
Gaum . . . 
"The nations of each part of the world should assume 
the primary responsibility for their own well-being . . 
Nixon is telling Europe to get ready to bear a bigger 
share of its own defense load. Without mentioning the 
pullout of a single U.S. soldier, he is telling our Western 
allies—as plainly as can be done without dates and num­ 
bers of men—that a withdrawal will be coming.

The most rapidly growing youth organization in the 
United States is the Kindness Club Created by Mrs. Hugh 
John Fleming of Canada, its membership must be reaching 
children in every one ol our 50 states 
After its first 
decade, some 50.000 youngsters had signed up for material 
and information on how to care for animals and wildlife. 
Suddenly, public school teachers, teaching nuns, religious 
educators and parents are writing for its study guides and 
pamphlets 
One of the best publications is entitled “You 
and the Birds.“ prepared by Charlotte Baker Montgomery 
an- illustrated by Edmund J Sawyer 
Some excerpts: 
Harming birds is cruel 
. . Over long years of evolution, 
birds have developed complex instincts and ways of life. 
When their needs are met they feel the joy of well-being 
When things go wrong they feel pain, frustration, hunger 
and distress Many birds mate for life, so the loss of a mate 
is tragic for the individual as well as for the species. 
"Harming birds is stupid 
When we kill or injure a 
bird, we spoil our best method of insect and weed control 
Even birds often called “undesirable” are really helpful 
to man: for instance, starlings eat Japanese beetle larvae 
on our lawns and cowbirds devour the tent caterpillar in 
our trees . . . The swallow family accounts for tons of 
mosquitoes 
Harming birds is illegal . 
Most towns have local laws 
against shooting birds 
Outside of town, most birds are 
protected by state laws.” 
Copies of this may be secured, along with other sug­ 
gestions for animal care, at the Kindness Club. National 
Humane Center. Waterford, Va.. 22190 
Mrs. Fleming, president of the club, points to Albert 
Schweitzer as the inspiration for her own activity in 
humane affairs, saying: 
"I am profoundly grateful for the life and work of this 
great man 
He has put into words for m e—and 1 am sure 
for thousands of others—the vague thoughts and troubled 
feelings having to do with the suffering of animals about 
which I have tried over the years to avoid arguing. 
“As we have grown up. most of us have been gradually 
conditioned by the adults in homes and schools to accept 
the cruelties and suffering imposed on helpless creatures 
ail around us The still small voice in us is readily stilled 
Yet the simplest dictionary defines an animal as “anv 
creature that can feel and move” 
“ It is a relief to turn to that wonderful antidote for 
crueltj—KINDNESS. We suddenly feel better about our­ 
selves and our fellow men 
. if is our task to discover 
and to pass on to children experiences in kindness and in 
loving and in mercy and compassion that will finally be­ 
come for them habitual ways of thought and conduct We 
can show them by precept and even more by example that 
“the weak have rights and the strong have duties” 
In this decade man and his environment will become the 
dominant theme in citv and on campus. It will become a 
part of the regular courses of study in church and sem­ 
inary. Conferences and Sunday school will devote large 
blocks of time to its teaching. Let us pray that we are not 
too late, for there is so much to do.

LATINS ARE SCRAPPING THE CAMPUS REFUGE 
Most Latin American wars in the 20th century have 
been conceived, bred, bom, and perfected on college 
campuses. But in Latin America, political and educational 
leaders have recognized this reality and are doing 
something about it. 
While rebel students are trying to turn American high 
schools and universities into breeding grounds for 
revolution and revolt in the manner of earlier Latin 
American universisites, Latin officials are finally calling a 
halt. 
In nation after nation in South and Central America, 
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those employers who take an active interest in their 
communities are usually better employers. Both become 
partners in the community’s affairs. It all combines to 
build the company, the community and all of the 
inhabitants profit by it. 
The local churches are extremely important to the 
growth and tne continued existence of the community. 
There is something solid in the sight of the church 
buildings. They become objects of pride among the local 
citizenry, if they are maintained properly. 
Gordon Hanes, Chairman of the Board of Hanes 
Corporation, believes in encouraging the company’s more 
than

distribution centers and sales offices across the country, 
to take an active interestin their own individual churches. 
In 1969, in a unique program, the Hanes Corporation 
contributed almost $4,000 to 37 churches. This was the 
fourth year of the program.

The money 
does not go to some far off church group with large 
operating budgets: it goes only to the churches of 
employees- community churches. 
For the construction of a new church, the company 
contributes $25 for each employee who is a member. If 
the church is undergoing renovation the sum is $15, per 
employee / member. There is a limit on how often an 
individual church may participate. No church may

Space Analysis Systems

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
New York is finding it isn’t simple to apply the tech­ 
niques that led to a successful moon landing to the prob­ 
lems of a city. 
For more than a year New York has employed a firm of 
operations analysts which has call on some of the most 
sophisticated technical men in defense and space. 
Despite the skill of the men. the results have been some­ 
what disappointing both to the specialists and to the city. 
In a nutshell, the difficulty is people. 
As a harassed deputy city administrator put it: 
‘Getting to the moon was relatively easy . . . The de­ 
cision about a landing site was based entirely on technical 
consideration; the public did not care where the astronauts 
set down. However, the public cares a great deal about 
where a city dump is located or where a sewage treatment 
plant is constructed.” 
Shifts in Apollo were solved normally without reorganiz­ 
ing the space bureaucracy. But New York has found that 
change in a city usually means changing the organiza 
tienal relationships and relative power of people . . . to 
which there is a great deal of resistance 
Decisions on how best to get to the moon were frequently 
quite involved But in the end. the arguments boiled down 
to two or more alternatives. 
By contrast. New York officials report that city decision 
making rarely consists of ‘‘a neat, crisp, binary selection.” 
Rather it is usually, a ‘‘vague, prolonged, diffuse and 
pluralistic process.” Therefore, if a decision is ever to 
come from an analytic study, the technician must become 
"an active force pushing for resolution along an unmarked 
front”—a decidedly uncomfortable role. 
It is relatively easy, through mathematical theory and 
laboratory experiments, to tell what a space vehicle will 
do under varying situations (within certain margins of 
error*. But as New York administrators tell it, you can­ 
not anticipate by current scientific technology what the 
people of a city are going to do when you set up new rules. 
“Look.” says one New York City official, ‘‘at the elab­ 
orate bureaucratic system of checks and balances de­ 
signed to assure fair value in the city's purchases The 
procedures were constructed to protect against graft and 
corruption when contracting However, the consequence 
is an inordinately long delay in securing bids and paying 
bills, with the result that many potential vendors refuse 
to do business with the city, and those who do have to 
c harge higher prices in order to make up for the additional 
expense Thus, a strategy designed to improve competition 
and reduce the cost of goods has the perverse effect of 
reducing competition and increasing the cost of goods." 
Worst of all. in a city almost every decision is threaten­ 
ing to at least one group of people and gratifying to at 
least one other. The analyst finds himself deep in politics, 
deciding which group gets what 
This New York experience illustrates why there will be 
no instant answers.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It is simply incredible that at least two major eastern 
newspapers, one of them enormously prestigious, only now 
•re discovering that President Nixon's self-proclaimed 
new foreign policy doctrine applies not just to Asia but the 
whole world. 
One newspaper, in editorial comment on the President’s 
State of the Union address, said flatly that the doctrine, 
first enunciated at Guam last July 25. was on this Jan. 22 
“expanded” to embrace "each part of the world.” 
Evidently, the gentlemen who are writing this stuff 
never read what Nixon said at Guam six months ago. 
I quote from him then: 
"I want to be sure that our policies in the future, all over 
the world, in Asia, Latm America. Africa and the rest, 
reduce American involvement.” 
That language is pretty plain, fitting even for editorial­ 
ists and diplomatic correspondents, who have a tendency 
to be dazzled by their own gems of analysis. 
Furthermore, the President made one or two other 
specific references to "other parts of the world” in his 
July 25 Guam utterances 
Since that date, any diligent inquiry within administra­ 
tion circles would have provided private confirmation that 
the President is indeed thinking of "lowering the C.S 
piofile 
everywhere—and not least in Western Europe 
where we today have some 300,000 in armed forces on 
station under the NATO pact. 
The July 25 signal that we are changing our world role 
is clearly seen but it is not made so much of as to frighten 
anybody into thinking we are "cutting out.” 
It is probably not by chance that the President, in all 
his declarations about reducing involvements everywhere 
never before has used the word "Europe” specifically. 
The inside word, nevertheless, is that we are going to 
undertake a sizable cutback in our European force levels, 
though most likely not before 1971. The intervening time 
is needed to prepare the NATO countries for the impend­ 
ing change. 
If their leaders can read, they would have found some 
further signals in the State of the Union message: 
"Today the great industrial nations of Europe . . . have 
a new sense of pride and dignity, and a determination to 
assume the responsibility for their own defense. 
"That is the basis of the doctrine I announced at 
Gaum . . . 
"The nations of each part of the world should assume 
the primary responsibility for their own well-being , . ." 
Nixon is telling Europe to get ready to bear a bigger 
share of its own defense load. Without mentioning the 
pullout of a single U.S. soldier, he is telling our Western 
allies—as plainly as can be done without dates and num­ 
bers of men—that a withdrawal will be coming.

The most rapidly growing youth organization in the 
United States is the Kindness Club. Created by Mrs. Hugh 
John Fleming of Canada, its membership must be reaching 
children in every one of our 50 states 
After its first 
decade, some 50.000 youngsters had signed up for m aterial 
and information on how to care for animals and wildlife. 
Suddenly, public school teachers, teaching nuns, religious 
educators and parents are writing for its study guides and 
pamphlets 
One of the best publications is entitled “ You 
and the Birds.” prepared by Charlotte Baker Montgomery 
an- illustrated by Ldmund J Sawyer Some excerpts: 
Harming birds is cruel 
. . Over long years of evolution, 
birds have developed complex instincts and ways of life 
When their needs are met they feel the joy of well-being 
When things go wrong they feel pain, frustration, hunger 
and distress Many birds mate for life, so the loss of a mate 
is tragic for the individual as well as for the species 
“ Harming birds is stupid 
. When we kill or injure a 
bird, we spoil our best method of insect and weed control. 
Even birds often called “ undesirable” are really helpful 
to man: for instance, starlings eat Japanese beetle larvae 
on our lawns and cowhirds devour the tent caterpillar in 
our trees . . . The swallow family accounts for tons of 
mosquitoes 
Harming birds is illegal 
. Most towns have local laws 
against shooting birds 
Outside of town, most birds are 
protected by slate laws."
